HARDWARE AND TOOL WINDOW 
TRIMMING 


By W. B. McKIBBON

LMOST all hardware and tool windows of 
to-day are attractively and cleverly trimmed, 
a striking contrast to the junk piles shown 
in the windows of a majority of the hardware 
stores only a few years ago. This agreeable evo- 
lution has been brought about by the gradual awak- 
ening of the hardware merchant to the fact that 
properly trimmed windows mean increased busi- 
ness. Numerous factories have hastened the era 
of attractive hardware and tool windows by having 
window-trimming contests, and awarding substan- 
tial prizes to those having the most attractive 
displays. 

The average dealer has the stock and facilities 
necessary to make successful displays, but experi- 
ences many difficulties in procuring a man to do 
the trimming. Unfortunately, window trimmers 
like artists are born, not made. The idea that any 
clerk in the establishment can trim a window prop- 
erly after some practice is entirely erroneous, for 
twelve clerks may trim twenty windows each, and 
probably two out of the twelve will be able to pro- 
duce attractive displays; of the others the twentieth 
attempt in most cases will be little, if any improve- 
ment over the initial effort. No amount of coaching 
will materially benefit one who is not naturally 
gifted in this direction. This fact throws the bur- 
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den of display work upon one or two clerks, which 
is unfair, but nevertheless unavoidable under the 
circumstances. However, as the actual window 
trimming in most up-to-date hardware concerns is 
done after regular business hours, so as not to 
interfere with the sales, the display man can obtain 
extra compensation which is well earned if the dis- 
plays sell the goods. It is extremely poor policy to 
be dependent upon only one clerk for the perform- 
ance of this task, as his absence from business 
would be very serious, and after a time the various 
displays are apt to assume a certain degree of 
sameness which is undesirable, as variety is very 
essential. Having at least two men who can do 
this work has the effect of spurring each one on in 
an effort to outdo the other. 

A few words with reference to expert window 
trimmers are here necessary. They are accom- 
plishing wonders in other lines, and are likely to 
become proficient in this one also. The main diffi- 
culty has been that their experience has been 
divided among lines other than hardware and 
tools, which are so extensive that they require 
special knowledge in order to be successfully dis- 
played. The hardware clerk who trims windows 
with his experience and knowledge, has become 
valuable enough to his employer to make it un-

profitable for him to give up his position and 
become an expert window trimmer. Another 
obstacle to surmount is the fact that most dealers 
object to having experts who are strangers do this 
work, as it is difficult enough managing their own 
employes without having to keep track of outsiders. 

The preliminary planning and laying out of the 
merchandise is usually done during business hours. 
This consumes considerable time, and if a record of 
sales of each clerk is compiled and they are com- 
pensated accordingly, the display man is at a dis- 
advantage, so that his extra allowance is more 
than deserved. He can be relieved of a considerable 
portion of this preliminary work by having one of 
the stock clerks lay out the goods under his super- 
vision, placing them in trays where any item can be 
readily reached as required. A boy can attend to 
those items requiring cleaning, polishing or special 
treatment so that no time may be lost doing odds 
and ends at the last minute. 

A practicable and convenient method of testing 
a new clerk, especially for concerns that do not 
wish to run the risk of a poor display, is to have 
one of the packing or checking counters on one of 
the stock floors constructed the same size as the 
floor of the show window. This can easily be ac- 
complished if the window is oblong; for large 
square windows this may be impossible, in which 
event a portion of the floor will have to suffice. The 
novice collects the various items to be displayed, 
and trims on the counter or floor. When finished 
it is inspected and passed upon by his superior. If 
the clerk is at all fitted for this class of work even 
his first attempt may be successful with possibly a 
few alterations which may be suggested during the 
inspection. If a preliminary trim of this sort is 
made, the general design or plan can. be carried 
in one’s mind, with probably a few notes. If the 
boy who is cleaning the material starts at one end 
of the display and removes the items in a system- 
atic manner, placing them in rotation on the trays, 
the layout can be duplicated readily in the show 
window. This method may also be used by an ex- 
perienced man to figure out a complicated arrange- 
ment which may be very difficult, and which it 
would not be possible to place, in one evening, in 
the window, without a preliminary layout. 


Careful attention should be given to seasonable 
goods. Display them just a little ahead of the sea- 
son to acquaint the people with your assortment, 
before a purchase can be made elsewhere, as many 
people may not be familiar with your complete line; 
even some of your own clerks may be surprised 
by seeing some items that had heretofore escaped 
their notice. 

Specialized windows pay the best, and miscella- 
neous displays should be few and far between. It 
may be well at times to show the large variety of 
items you carry in stock, but it does not “get the 
business” like a specialty window, where every 
effort has been concentrated on one particular line. 
A man probably has a saw, and if he should see one 
in a miscellaneous window it might escape his 
attention, but in a specialty window showing a com- 
plete assortment of saws, he would be amazed at 
the number of different kinds which were manu- 
factured. By the use of small attractive signs 
describing each type he may be lead to purchase 
another saw that can be used at work for which his 
old saw was not adapted. 

Make an extra special feature of any new item 
which is added to the line, because the chances are 
many that a majority of your own trade do not pos- 
sess the latest article placed on the market, and the 
natural result is that, should the item be a good 
one, the sales will be much larger than on the older 
items with which your customers are probably 
already supplied. 

Considerable care should be exercised in the selec- 
tion of signs (many are now supplied by the manu- 
facturers) as a window’s success has often been 
attained by the clever placing of attractive, well 
worded signs. These help wonderfully to liven up — 
a display, but must not be so conspicuous as to de- 
tract from the merchandise; too many signs are as 
ineffective as no signs at all. Price cards are in 
many cases very beneficial but the utmost discretion 
must be used in this direction for many sales are 
lost by acquainting the prospective customer with 
the price before the merits of the article have been 
explained. However, if sound judgment is used in 
pricing those items which look to be of greater value 
than their selling price, results in this direction 
should be extremely gratifying.

Good movable signs and movable displays should 
be used whenever possible as there is nothing that 
attracts attention as well as a display in which there 
is action. 

A demonstration in the store operated in connec- 
tion with a fine display of new merchandise in the 
window, is a wonderful aid in starting things going. 
The demonstrator being thoroughly posted enables 
the sales to be made more readily than could other- 
wise be accomplished, as some clerks are slow in 
picking out the selling features, and run chances 
of losing many sales. The demonstrator as a rule 
is an excellent educator for the salesman, and if he 
knows his business thoroughly he will have the

clerks so well posted that they can handle the propo- 
sition successfully in a day or two, because they are 
usually as curious as customers and by the time the 
demonstrator is ready to leave they can easily con- 
tinue the campaign. Demonstrations in the win- 
dow succeed in drawing a crowd but do not accom- 
plish the results which are derived from an inside 
demonstration, where the demonstrator comes in 
personal contact with the customer. 

Careful attention should be given to making the 
show windows weather and dust proof. All joints 
should be thoroughly puttied and painted, as any 
good display will lose its effectiveness in a few days 
if it becomes dull from dust and dampness.

The “Loafing Memoranda” Fills 
Idle Moments 


H G. CORMICK, Centralia, Ill, has in suc- 
* cessful operation in his store a _ simple 
plan which may be advantageously adopted by 
many other merchants. Posted in his store is a 
memorandum pad, on which he writes instructions 
to his salesmen to do various things when their 
time is not otherwise occupied. The salesman, hav- 
ing a few idle moments, glances at the pad and 
proceeds to do the first thing noted for his atten- 
tion. When this task is completed he marks it off 
the pad and takes up the others in order. 

There are numerous small matters which occur to 
the manager or proprietor of the retail store as he 
goes about his business each day. Frequently they 
are so small that other matters crowd them from 
memory at the time a salesman is available, or pos- 
sibly the proprietor is engaged when the salesman 
is idle and is thus unable to give the instructions. 
The consistent use of such a memoranda as has been 
mentioned enables these matters to be jotted down 
while they are fresh, and the salesman takes up the 
work as he finds time without specific instructions 
from the employer. 
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HERE seems to be a tendency among man- 

ufacturers to wait until the war is draw- 

ing to a definite close before making a 

bid for export trade. In talking with a 

New England manufacturer last week, he 

made the remark that “Of course, it was no use 
trying to get business until the war was over.” 

This attitude is positively incorrect, and this 
article is written to combat such a notion. 

Particularly is this so with regard to England. 
Nearly every post brings me letters from England. 
I quote from several letters received from business 
men during the last ten days. 

“Business is pretty well normal now—say, 10 
per cent. down at most. Sugar is dear, 4 d. to 44% 
d. (8 to 9 cents) and will be dearer still. The prices 
of a few other items are advanced, but not much. 
Fish was three times usual price, but is down again 
now. The pottery industry is bad, but generally we 
might be much worse off. I have known it worse 
when we had no war.” 

Here is another: “Many of our prices of drugs 
have to be raised very much now, so that it tends to 
slacken our trade, but we are really doing very 
nicely, thank you. Not up to usual, of course, but 
better than we expected.” 

Here’s another: “Business goes along quietly— 
keeps busy in spite of the war.- You would hardly 
know there was a war if it were not for the shortage 
of horses, etc., and seeing soldiers on sentry at 
bridges, etc.” 

Here’s another: “The business is slowly but 
surely progressing. We have just taken some addi- 
tional premises to show wicker and cane furniture, 
brass and antique fire curbs, etc. The men are all 
on the road as usual and getting enough business to 
justify keeping them traveling.” 

Here is another: “We have adopted the slogan, 
‘Business is usual,’ and living up to it nicely.” 

Here again: “We notice that America is talking 
of securing Europe’s export trade, but we are going 
after it hot footed. The Government, through the 
Board of Trade, is doing all it can to help manufac- 
turers get after Germany’s trade. Also, the manu- 
facturers are giving attention to goods ‘Made in 
Germany’ and sold in England.” 

Here is a final quotation which will be sufficient 
to indicate the ease of securing the English trade 
in German-made goods: “Every day German spies 
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are being arrested who have 
cases of bombs, stock of ammuni- 
tion, and firearms. In Birming- 
ham we have had many such ar- | 
rests and many women among __ jij 
them.” | 

These letters have all come 
from diversified points — one 
from Cardiff, another from Liv- 
erpool, another from Birming- 
ham, another from Hanley, and 
yet another from London. So HE: 
you see, these letters do not give 
the opinion of one section of the 
country, but each bears out the story that the 
others tell of the trade activities going on in Eng- 
land at present. 

If the American manufacturers of hardware hope 
to secure a share of the English hardware trade, 
they will never get a better time to go after it than 
right now. The moratorium has been extended, 
and one of my correspondents tells me it is likely 
to be extended until the end of the war. There is a 
suggestion that ten per cent. of the moratorium be 
paid off each month, and the balance carried at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum. This cannot help 
but relieve the financial situation, especially as the 
Government has issued the new one pound, and I 
believe, ten shilling Bank of England notes, and that 
postal orders are legal tender. : 

There is an active demand for American made 
goods in England. I had hoped to submit a list of 
American made goods that could demand a ready 
market in England, but it is so formidable that it 
could not be included in this article. But to quote 
a few: 

Small garden hand forks and trowels; garden dib- 
bers; brass nozzles; hose pipe fittings; lawn mow- 
ers; sets of long handled garden fork, trowel and 
rake to sell for 35 cents to $2 the set; hand forks 
and trowels with straight wooden handles about 
twenty-four inches long; bathroom fixtures; 
stamped brass foundry of all kinds, particularly 
molding hooks, picture suspenders, fancy brass- 
headed nails; window fittings; extending curtain 
rods; shade rollers; kitchen wooden ware; vacuum 
cleaners; washing machines; clothespins; wooden 
and zinc washboards; safety razors. 

There seems to be a never-ending demand for 
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children’s carded sets of knife, 
fork and spoon to retail at 15, 25, 
35 and 50 cents. There is a big 
market for bicycles and accesso- 
ries; cheap automobiles that will 
be suitable for both delivery and 
pleasure. There is a tremendous 
demand for cyclecars at this 
time. 

Fret-work outfits; air guns; 
files; rasps; hack saws; build- 
ers’ and carpenters’ tools; boys’ 
outdoor sport requirements; 
| hinges of all kinds; shelf brack- 
ull ets and allied goods; ice cream 

. freezers. Only this week I have 
been asked about fireless cookers. 
Refrigerators are being used more than ever in 
England today. Water filters have an active sale. 
Gas and oil stoves and electric equipment for the 
house; varnishes; furniture polish and brass pol- 
ish; wrenches, spanners and vises; grindstones, 
whet stones; padlocks, rim locks, night latches; 
hasps and staples; screws; rules; spirit levels; ver- 
min traps, and wire kitchen goods. There is a tre- 
mendous lot of German skates sold in England; also, 
German brushes have in the past been brought to 
England by the shipload. A firm making conduit 
tubing (for electrical wiring) should meet a ready 
demand. Mason fruit jars can be sold in tremen- 
dous quantities today. 

Pocket knives will sell, but would have to be 
packed specially. There is a tremendous amount 
of cheap German pocket knives sold in England, 
carded a dozen on a card—not a plain square card, 
but run in fancy designs. One card would perhaps 
be in the shape of a huge padlock, another in the 
shape of a shield, and so on. 

Malleable iron coat hooks, both brass lacquered 
and nickel plated; spring balances and scales; solder- 
ing materials which can be used by the householder; 
gum in tubes for household use. 

It would be almost impossible to give a complete 
list of articles that can be sold in England at this 
time. 

I would like to again impress upon my readers 
that London does not constitute England. Also, 
that I believe the better stores are located outside 
of London. Certainly a majority of the better busi- 
ness men in London have come in from the prov- 
inces. The small town and country hardware store 
—or ironmonger’s shop, as it is called—is quite a 
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power in its town, and does work of great im- 
portance. Here is one instance of the work done 
by an ironmonger in a rural section of England. 

Through his workshop department (and this 
workshop department is an important feature of 
most country stores) he has just completed the heat- 
ing and ventilating system for an historical castle 
in England which is the home of one of the English 
earls. When the work was completed he received 
a letter from the earl stating that he was comfort- 
able for the first time. This same man undertakes 
water service work for the landed gentry, and these 
jobs run anywhere from $2,500 to $10,000. 

I mention this fact only to show that London is 
not all England, and the manufacturer contemplat- 
ing getting a market in England for his goods must 
consider this larger and more profitable field. 

I am prepared to prophesy that within the next 
few months—even within the next few weeks, many 
of our manufacturers will be approached by English 
wholesalers and will be offered sizeable orders for 
the exclusive agency of Great Britain and Ireland. 

With all seriousness I would like to warn the man- 
ufacturer who has never cultivated the English 
market to hesitate a long while before tying up his 
goods with any wholesaler or group of wholesalers. 
As I explained in a previous article, the English 
hardware man today is not in love with the whole- 
salers on account of the wholesalers’ proclivities in 
selling to other than ironmongers, and making un- 
necessary competition for him. Again, if you were 
an American manufacturer and arranged to supply 
your goods through a wholesaler, all his travelers 
would, of course, carry your samples. But let us 
suppose you are making padlocks. That wholesaler 
will carry your line of padlocks and perhaps twenty 
other makes as well. That wholesaler’s salesmen are 
carrying hundreds of other lines at the same time. 
The result is that the ironmonger has many grades 
of each class of goods, and an almost unlimited vari- 
ety of hardware merchandise from which to buy. 
It is a human impossibility for him to be able to 
give the same close attention to a thousand and one 
different articles, and many makes in several of 
these articles. Also, that salesman may fancy a 
competing line to yours. If he does,. your line is 
tied up in England and its sales—or rather, lack of 
sales—depend upon the idiosyncrasies of the sales- 
man. 

The hardware manufacturer who wants to secure 
his share of this wonderful volume of trade which is 
waiting for someone to secure in Great Britain can 
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Lord street, Liverpool. The town is the greatest center 

for marine engineering in the world, and it also has 

extensive sugar refineries and corn mills. Its tobacco 

factories employ thousands of people, and its docks are 

world-famed, Liverpool is 210 miles from London, and 
has a population of over a million

get it if he will operate along the lines as outlined 
in a previous article; which, in brief, is, by his own 
representative, resident in England, who carries a 
stock of the goods in a London or Liverpool ware- 
house, and conforms with the English trade terms. 

To conclude, let me warn the manufacturer 
against using illustrations of his plant or plants in 
his trade literature for England, and also to avoid 
telling about the huge quantity of goods he manufac- 
tures. The average Englishman seeing a cut of 
some of our huge American plants will look at it 
with a smile of contempt and say “It’s a Yankee 
bluff.” We know it is perfectly true, but if we want 
the trade over there, we have got to get the other 


fellow’s viewpoint; and it is well to remember that 
weird as are some of the Englishman’s ideas of 
America, they are no more unusual than some of 
the average American’s ideas of England.

HE American Window Glass Distributors’ As- 
dk sociation met in Pittsburgh September 24 
and 25, in one of the most constructive and in- 
teresting meetings ever held by the distributors of 
this product. About sixty of the leading glass 
wholesalers in America were present, and what the 
meeting lacked in numbers it made up in enthusiasm 
and in work accomplished. George L. Heater, of 
the Toledo Plate and Window Glass Company, presi- 
dent of the association, called the meeting to order 
at the Pittsburgh Athletic Association Tuesday 
morning, and after a brief address of welcome in- 
troduced L. E. Partridge, of Sharp, Partridge & 
Co., Chicago, who spoke on the economy and prac- 
ticability of the use of automobile trucks. Mr. 
Partridge is a forceful speaker, and was well versed 
on his subject. In his remarks and in the discus- 
sion that followed many interesting things regard- 
ing the use and care of automobile trucks were 
brought out. It developed that automobile trucks 
cost all the way from $12 to $16 a day to operate 
and maintain; that they are money savers on long 
hauls, but money wasters on short hauls, and that 
it is good business to insure against the damage 
that an automobile truck may do to other vehicles, 
but that it is well for the owner to carry insurance 
against damage to his own truck. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons for this is that a heavy motor truck 
is less liable to damage in collision than most of 
the vehicles it is apt to collide with, and that should 
it be destroyed or partly wrecked in an accident the 
fault is apt to be that of the vehicle striking it, 
and the damages will come to the owner of the 
truck. 

The advantages of the electric truck were care- 
fully compared with those of the gas truck, and 
owners of electric trucks in the audience brought 
forth the interesting statement that they could be 
operated by less skillful men at lower wages, that 
many glass distributors had their own power plants 


Pittsburgh visit he made so pleasant. 


and could charge their own batteries, and that they 
could be stored in a garage, in the distributing 
house, without raising the price of insurance on the 
whole institution, as is apt to be the case with a 
gasoline car and a storage tank of gasoline. 

Another very important phase of this discussion 
on automobile trucks was the matter of wear and 
tear on the car. It was stated by several users of 
cars of this type that some of their machines have 
been racked to pieces rapidly because the drivers 
insisted on putting four or five tons of material on 
three-ton trucks. One distributor speaking on this 
subject, said that he had issued very stringent 
orders to his truck drivers on both the subject of 
overloading and speeding. He said that most of the 
speeding done by automobile truck drivers he be- 
lieved to be the fault of the employer, because 
men who do not get paid for overtime will throw 
discretion to the winds to get back home if they are 
kept out after hours. This wholesaler said that he 
believed it advisable to pay drivers overtime if they 
were kept out after hours, and that such a system 
had solved the speeding problem for him. 

The next speaker on the programme was A. E. 
Clerihew, of Forman Ford & Co., Minneapolis. His 
subject was “The Jobber’s Cost of a Box of Glass 
on the Shipping Platform Ready for Delivery to 
Customer.” This address was followed by a gen- 
eral discussion, in which the cost of doing business 
was thoroughly analyzed. It developed that it costs 
decidedly more to sell plate glass than it does to sell 
window glass, the physical cost of handling the 
plates being decidedly greater. When plate glass 
comes to the wholesaler it must be unpacked and 
put in racks, then taken out again and perhaps cut 
to size before being shipped to the customer. The 
window glass is handled in straight boxes. A vote 
on the cost of doing business was taken, and the 
wide range in the percentages submitted was ex- 
plained by this feature of the business. 
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W. S. Kenny, of the James H. Rice Co., Chicago, 
then reported for the committee from the glass dis- 
tributors, who with other wholesalers, conferred 
with President Wilson recently on trust legislation. 
Mr. Kenny told what this committee had done, and 
was pleased to report that some of the recommen- 
dations made to the President at that time had been 
since incorporated in the laws. Following his re- 
marks, President Heater delivered an address on 
“Methods of Compensating Traveling Salesmen.” 
Mr. Heater is firmly of the belief that every sales- 
man should be placed in a position where he can 
automatically raise his own salary, and to obtain 
harmony in his organization he pays his traveling 
salesmen on the commission basis, allowing each 
a certain drawing account for living and traveling 
expenses each week. At the end of the year these 
expenses are deducted from the commissions earned 
by the salesmen; and the balance is paid to him in a 
lump sum. Mr. Heater is positive that this has in- 
spired thrift in his salesmen, and that it has made 
them feel more like partners.in the firm. It has 
also done much to eliminate price cutting and un- 
profitable business methods. 


On Thursday evening the glass distributors were 
the guests of the American Window Glass Com- 
pany at a banquet held in the University Club. The 
arrangements were perfection itself, no detail hav- 
ing been omitted that could in any way add to the 
pleasure of the occasion. A most delightful musi- 
cal programme had been arranged, and toasts were 
responded to by the Hon. J. G. Armstrong, Mayor 
of Pittsburgh, C. W. Brown, G. L. Heater, C. L. 
Lewis, C. J. Gundlach, H. P. Condie and T. C. Ed- 
monds. W. L. Monro, general manager of the 
American Window Glass Company, also delivered 
a most interesting and instructive address on the 
“Elimination of Foreign Glass,” and the “Possibili- 
ties of Export Business for the Distributor Under 
Present Conditions.” Mr. Monro has recently re- 
turned from Belgium, and is most thoroughly con- 
versant with conditions surrounding the window 
glass business of the world. He spoke in part as 
follows: 


“There are two ways in which to go after a for- 
eign business, one is from a studious standpoint, 
the other from an unfortunate ‘hurrah’ standpoint. 
Some manufacturers start out with a band when 
they should be doing some mighty deep thinking, 
and taking some good counsel. When it comes to 
a good deal of enthusiasm or a great deal of concern 
I strongly advise the latter. It is not a new thing 
for American manufacturers to export glass. Many 
of our producers had established good business con- 
nections in the face of fierce competition long before 
this war came about. The production of glass in 
Belgium was at the lowest ebb in its history in July 
before this war started. There are 39 tanks in 
Belgium and at that time only 12 of them were in 
operation. Another thing that is not generally 
known is that the workmen in the glass districts at 
that time approached their employers with an offer 
to accept a big reduction in wages providing the 
manufacturers would start other tanks, but the 
reply was, ‘We can’t do it because we are unable 
to market our product in the face of present condi- 
tions.’ Then the war came on and newspapers and 
glib-tongued orators began to tell us of the won- 
derful opportunities for expansion in the glass trade 
because Belgian tanks were out of business. 

“Suppose you were a Belgian manufacturer, how 
would you do business? I'll tell you the way they 
did do it, and that was to sell to large brokers for 
sight draft against bill of lading. These distribu- 
tors owned steamship lines and warehouses in the 
principal markets, and they carried the people to

whom they sold it for time ranging from six months 
to a year. Are you prepared to do the same, or if 
not, do you know of brokerage concerns who will 
do it for you? If you have the capital, or can bor- 
row the capital, or can make such arrangements 
you have overcome the first obstacle that confronts 
you. 


“The next obstacle is that the present price of 
glass in America would look mighty high to the 
foreign buyer; in fact it would range from 40 to 60 
per cent. higher than he has been paying, and if we 
rush into that market seeking business on such 
prices they will think it is a hold-up price prepared 
especially for the occasion. They will not stop to 
consider that we give them single strength glass 
that weighs from 18 to 19 ounces to the square foot, 
while the Belgian product was from 15 to 16 ounces 
to the square foot. They may not stop to consider 
either that the freight from Antwerp to South 
America is just about half what the freight is from 
Pittsburgh to South America, and when we charge 
them $2.50 for a box of glass that they formerly 
purchased for $1.25, they are going to do just what 
you would do, and advise their customers to go 
easy. They will buy what they have to, and wait 
for their old markets to re-open. 


“Now I am not a pessimist, but I believe in mix- 
ing good horse sense with my enthusiasm. It is the 
time for American glass manufacturers to regu- 
late production. It is not the time for any of us 
to fill our warehouses to overflowing in anticipation 
of a great avalanche of foreign business. If we 
do this, the enormous surplus will ruin prices to the 
detriment of the manufacturer, the wholesaler, the 
consumer, and the workman. It is poor business to 
crowd your warehouses with stock when demand is 
below normal and when building activities are such 
as they are to-day. 


“Interest rates are so high that builders cannot 
pay the tax, and building is more or less at a stand- 
still, but the trade is conducting itself in a most 
splendid manner, and I believe firmly is on the eve 
of the greatest wave of prosperity ever seen in the 
glass industry. We are feeling a gradual increase 
in our exports, and this is going to loosen capital 
in our banks until building resumes its great on- 
ward march. Last year we had fair crops, but the 
country’s money was locked up by political fear. 
This year we have good crops, and the new federal 
bank system makes it impossible for American cap- 
ital to dominate local progress. This wave of pros- 
perity I speak of, is not here to-day, and may not 
be here for weeks, or even months, but it is coming 
just as sure as anything. If our production is kept 
within our ability to absorb, it is a certainty we 
will enjoy within a few months prosperity such as 
you or I have never seen.” 


The wee small hours were approaching when the 
glass distributors sang “Auld Lang Syne” and 
parted for the night. 

The session of September 25 was opened at 10 
o’clock by an address entitled, “The Best Method 
of Handling Bidding Plans. and Specifications, and 
How Can the Present Method of Quoting be Elim- 
inated.” Milton S. Binswanger of the Binswanger 
Company, Memphis, was the speaker. He advised 
his associates that failure to bid on plans and speci- 
fications was a weakness that often sent business 
into other channels. He pointed out the fact that 
architects often specify in terms that have become 
obsolete, and for goods which it is utterly impos- 
sible to supply, and suggested the necessity of edu- 
cating architects, and the good that would come 
from it. 

Mr. Binswanger said that whenever he heard of 
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a new building in his city he immediately ap- 
proached the architect or contractor, and asked if 
he might bid on the job. His object in doing this 
he said was that his bid then came as a sort of 
request from the contractor, and was more apt to 
be treated in a confidential manner than it would 
be if it came unsolicited or unannounced. Mr. Bins- 
wanger said that in the average plans, specifi- 
cations all glass was seldom found under the head- 
ing of glazing, and that it was well in making the 
bid to specify just what work your bid included, as 
well as what material, and to pin your complete 
statement to the contract making it a part thereof. 
He further stated that in submitting a proposal it 
was a good idea in all cases to fix a date upon which 
a proposal expired so that if it was thought neces- 
sary to decline your offer later on it could be done 
honorably and without question. 

In closing he said, “I am well convinced that the 
expense of maintaining estimating departments is 
very heavy, but it can be reduced to a minimum in 
the largest cities by the employment of a general 
estimator who will take off the glass requirements 
for all construction for all the different houses that 
may require this service, and any one engaged in 
the line could avail himself of the service by paying 
a reasonable compensation therefor, which should 
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be much less than the expense now involved by each 
individual firm or corporation employing a separate 
estimator. It would make more uniform bidding, 
and with a great amount of experience, such as an 
estimator should have, a clearer interpretation of 
plans and specifications.” 

Following the general discussion of this subject 
officers for the ensuing year were elected, and by 
unanimous approval George L. Heater was re-elected 
to the presidency, and H. S. Binswanger was elected 
vice-president. The Glass Distributors’ Association 
is growing rapidly in membership and at this meet- 
ing eight representative firms were added to the 
membership. 

Friday afternoon the delegates were entertained 
by the American Window Glass Company, at the 
Westmoreland County Club where golf was the 
amusement, or by an automobile trip about the city, 
or by a visit to the manufacturing plant of the 
company. The crowd was about equally divided in 
its desires, and a very pleasant afternoon for all 
concerned was the result. In the evening the dis- 
tributors were united at a theater party given by 
J. R. Johnson of Pittsburgh, and the midnight trains 
carried most of them back to their homes to put the 
new ideas brought out at the convention into prac- 
tical use. 





THINGS WORTH KNOWING ABOUT TWIST DRILLS 


| agg nsartinige aad has been taken by the Cleveland 
Twist Drill Company, Cleveland, Ohio, to two 
paragraphs in an article entitled “Things Worth 
Knowing About Twist Drills” published in Harp- 
WARE AGE. We take pleasure in reproducing the 
company’s views on this subject, as its officers are 
abundantly qualified to express expert opinion on 
anything it manufactures and we are always 
pleased to correct any errors which may uninten- 
tionally or inadvertently get into matter of this 
character. 

Quoting verbatim they say: “That on the whole 
the article strikes us as useful, dealing ably with 
this subject. There are two points, however, which 
unless qualified would appear to be misleading. 
These are the following: 


“Carbon drills can be ground with a wet wheel, 
whereas the high speed drills should be ground dry, 
dipping the tool in water frequently to absorb some 
of the heat generated in grinding. 

“The term high speed has been found in many in- 
stances to be misleading, as the average mechanic 
seems to think that the tool must run at a very high 
rate of speed with a moderate feed. When one or 
the other elements, speed or feed, must be sacri- 
ficed, it would be better to run at a slower speed 
and use a heavier feed. 


“With reference to the former item,—the grind- 
ing of drills,—we would call attention to the follow- 
ing on page 22 of our little booklet “Twist Drills, 
Their Uses and Abuses,’ under the heading ‘Warm 
High Speed Drills Before Using’: Any hard piece 
of steel is extremely brittle when cold, and high 
speed drills should never be put to work in that con- 
dition; they work much better when warm, often 
giving good results when the chips are turned blue 
by the heat generated. Nothing will ‘check’ a high 
speed drill quicker than to turn a stream of cold 
water on it after it has become heated working in a 
hole. Jt is equally bad to plunge it in cold water 
after the point has been heated in grinding. Either 
of these practices is certain to impair the strength 


of drill by starting a number of small checks in it. 

“It is our conclusion, based on extensive experi- 
ments, that high speed drills should be ground dry, 
and the work should not be forced to the point of 
drawing the temper in the tool. It is the sudden 
cooling of the high speed steel that should be 
avoided. Subjecting it to moderate heats will not 
impair its cutting qualities and there is much less 
liability of overheating it in grinding than in the 
case of carbon steel tools. 

“With direct reference to the second point in the 
HARDWARE AGE article, the speed of high-speed 
drills, we would like to call attention to the following 
on page 18 of the same booklet. ‘In the case of high 
speed drills the feeds recommended for carbon steel 
drills should not be changed, but the speed should 
be increased from two to two and one-half times. 

“It is our experience that in nine shops out of 
ten, high speed drills are not run at anywhere near 
the speed they should be, but are given all the feed 
they should be expected to stand. The very nature 
of high speed steel makes it stand a high heat 
without drawing the temper and from this it fol- 
lows that a properly tempered high speed drill, 
to get maximum results, should be run as fast as 
it will stand and be given a moderate feed to 
minimize the risk of breaking the tool. 

“With these qualifications the article in HARD- 
WARE AGE is an excellent treatment of the sub- 
ject.” 

Readers who may have retained the original 
article for future reference should qualify it with 
these corrections. 

These modifications have been called to our atten- 
tion by A. E. Coburn, editor of “Drill Chips,” pub- 
lished by the Cleveland Twist Drill Company.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Banking Situation in 
Plain English 


HERE is any quantity of inactive 
money in the United States. 
Bankers say that it is in lock de- 
posit vaults, bureau drawers, in old stock- 
ings, or under the carpets of the common 
people. 

The word of the American banker can 
be taken with perfect safety on many im- 
portant things, but it will be taken with a 
grain of salt on this subject. The banker 
has spoken truthfully as far as he has 
gone, but under cross-examination more 
interesting and vital facts concerning 
“tight money” might be revealed by those 
who have laid the blame at the doors of 
the people at large. 

Undoubtedly many fear-urged deposit- 
ors have withdrawn their money from 
banks and entrusted it to the teapot on 
the mantle, but the total of such with- 
drawals would probably look very small 
if compared with the amounts bankers 
themselves have withheld from public use. 
The “stocking” of the average American 
banker covers a big calf, and when used 
for “reserve” it surely holds colossal sums. 
- The suspicion that bankers themselves are 
hoarding enormous sums is growing. It 
has been stated by those who should know 
that New York bankers are holding in re- 
serve large amounts of their deposits above 
what is required by law, and what is true 
of the principal banking center is true in 
other cities all over the country. The 
snail-like “drawing in” method of metro- 
politan bankers is contagious and their 
shriveled, unpatriotic attitude has been ex- 
travagantly aped in towns and villages 
until it covers the country like a huge wet 
blanket. 

While the metropolitan banks have un- 


up reserves, we find that they have not 
been anywhere near as great offenders as 
have the country banks, many of which 
are holding in their vaults anywhere from 
30 to as high as 74 per cent. of their de- 
posits. Under the law these country banks 
are required to hold 15 per cent. in reserve. 
They are, however, only compelled to 
carry 6 per cent. of actual cash in their 
own vaults—the other 9 per cent. can be 
kept in reserve banks. 


Country banks find themselves in a 
most extraordinarily safe and satisfactory 
situation at the present time for the reason 
that with the possible exception of some 
localities in the South the farmers have 
had extraordinary good crops selling at 
most unusual prices. We are justified in 
saying this, as the farm products in the 
country are the real basis for credit. 


If the gigantic hoardings of cash in 
American banks had been accumulated in 
times when business demanded but little, 
there would be no complaint, but exactly 
the opposite condition prevails. The 
American business man needs money, and 
when he goes to get it he encounters a rep- 
resentative of the local money trust, who 
is rapidly proving himself an adept at 
“putting on the screws” until he extracts 
the last drop. 


It is but natural to suppose that with 
such an enormous reserve of ready cash 
on hand, that bankers would be seeking 
every opportunity to lend money and that 
interest rates would at least be normal. 
But these things which are natural cannot 
be applied to the bankers at this time, for 
in spite of their fat reserves they are charg- 
ing abnormally high rates of interest, and 
are scrutinizing with ultra conservatism 
every security offered. 


The banker is undoubtedly right in giv- 


doubtedly exercised undue care in piling ing close inspection to the securities, state-

ments and trial balances of individuals and 
firms seeking loans, but it does seem that 
when the security offered is satisfactory 
that bankers should refrain from extract- 
ing abnormal rates of interest. It is a poor 
way to build business. It is shortsighted 
and unbusinesslike. It is curbing industry 
and has all the earmarks of monopoly. 
Money is a commodity. More people buy 
it than corn. More money than wheat is 
sold. When you lend money at interest 
you sell, and when you borrow it at inter- 
est you buy. When you borrow at abnor- 
mal rates of interest -you pay tribute. 
Sometimes this tribute is the penalty for 
the securities you offer, and sometimes it 
is because there is a shortage of available 
money that can be rented or loaned. High 
interest rates demanded by bankers under 
such conditions are justified. A banker 
should be paid in proportion to the risk he 
assumes, as well as for the service he ren- 
ders. In such capacity he fulfills the need 
which created bankers. 


But the high interest rates of today do 
not spring from a shortage of cash, nor 
from a lack of good securities offered. It 
is simply a case of a cornered market ma- 
nipulated by a cool, brainy lot of individ- 
uals who seem as intent as Shylock on ex- 
tracting their pound of flesh. 


One comparison of money with another 
commodity will serve to illustrate clearly 
what the bankers are doing. Let us com- 
pare money and bankers with wheat and 
the railroads. 


Supposing the Northwest, which is be- 
ginning to move its record breaking wheat 
crop, should suddenly be confronted by an 
unprecedented shortage of cars. Now 
everyone knows that there are plenty of 
cars, for in the great railroad centers the 
storage tracks are lined with thousands of 
cars splendidly adapted for carrying wheat. 
Yet the railroads day after day dole out 
a pitifully small number of these cars to 
the farmers of the wheat district, and in 
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the face of the storm of protest which they 
provoke calmly announce that on account 
of the shortage of cars they must raise the 
freight rates on wheat. The Northwest 
would rise to a man in violent protest, and 
the Government would be reminded in jig 
time that an Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission had been created to shield them 
from such an outrage. Prompt action 
would undoubtedly be taken to protect our 
wheat growers from such an injustice, and 
legal penalties would be extracted from 
the monopolistic railroads in huge sums. 
Every one would applaud the protest of 
the Northwest, speak with pride of the 
prompt action of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and condemn the railroads as 
a menace to the rights and privileges of 
the American citizen. 


It is easy to understand an abuse to the 
public when the example is in wheat and 
railroads. It ought to be as simple when 
the commodity is money and the abuser of 
public trust is a banker. 


There is an enormous amount of idle 
capital locked in the banks of this coun- 
try. The amounts are enormously greater 
than the reserves required by law. The 
bankers are exacting heavy toll from busi- 
ness men who need money, and who have 
excellent securities to offer. Theysay it 
is because the public have put the money in 
safety deposit boxes, in bureau drawers, 
under carpets, or in old stockings. There 
is a growing difference of opinion with 
these bankers. It looks to those who know 
too much like the ill-timed story of the 
railroad that raised its freight rates be- 
cause of alleged car shortage when the 
storage tracks were crowded with “emp- 
ties.” 

There is a growing opinion that the 
bankers’ story “won’t hold water” and the 
banker by his action is making clear the 
need of a firmer governmental control of 
those who deal in that important com- 
modity, ready cash.

Domestic Letter Postage Asked for 
the Entire Western Hemisphere 


§ Maer American Manufacturers’ Export Associa- 
tion, 66 Broadway, New York, has requested 
Postmaster General Burleson at Washington to con- 
sider the adoption of a two-cent uniform postal rate 
for first-class mail throughout the entire western 
hemisphere. This rate would then cover all of the 
nations between the Arctic Circle and Cape Horn. 
The present domestic rate of the United States, 
two cents per ounce, has long applied to Canada, 
Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico, the Canal Zone and the 
Republic of Panama, but the privilege extended to 
all the remaining Latin-American countries would 
greatly aid commerce by facilitating business cor- 
respondence. The matter as presented to the Post- 
master General is as follows: 

“The American Manufacturers’ Export Associa- 
tion at New York, representing many of the larg- 
est shippers of United States products to foreign 
countries, respectfully urges the establishment of a 


two-cent rate for letter postage throughout the 


western hemisphere, believing that any loss of rev- 
enue to the United States Government thereby en- 
tailed should be disregarded in consideration of the 
improved facilities for communication with other 
countries, which the above rate will undoubtedly 
provide. 

“This association also respectfully urges the 
prompt establishment of an efficient money order 
business with all Central and South American coun- 
tries, including islands adjacent thereto, to enable 
our manufacturers to enjoy the increase of busi- 
ness and profit, which such facilities would largely 
bring about. 

“The American Manufacturers’ Export Associa- 
tion further strongly recommends and endorses the 
operation of parcel-post conventions between the 
United States and the republics of Argentina and 
Paraguay, now alone among all other Latin-Ameri- 
can countries without such conventions. 

“The officers and members of this association are 
vitally interested in every proper means which can 
be employed toward increasing and extending the 
foreign trade of this country, and no doubt is en- 
tertained that the various departments of our gov- 
ernment are equally desirous of assisting toward 
these ends.”

STEAD of any improvement in the steel and allied 

trades in the past week the situation seems to have 
grown quieter, and there is more apprehension as to the 
course of business over the winter months. The finan- 
cial situation is giving a great deal of concern to the 
heads of industrial and banking institutions, and those 
who have large projects under way’ or in process of 
negotiation state that it is almost impossible to secure 
loans from the banks. This has resulted in many large 
enterprises being put off indefinitely that otherwise 
would have gone through. There is a good deal of 
criticism over the action of the banks of this country 
in hoarding their money, the claims being made that the 
banks are over conservative and are piling up their 
money in preference to letting it go out in legitimate 
channels of trade, even when sound collateral is offered. 
The railroads are poor. They have obligations coming 
due which some of them will not be able to meet, and 
they are unable to float any new securities, so that their 
purchasing power has almost entirely been cut off. It 
is from the railroads of this country that the steel mills 
look for a large part of the demand for their products. 
A leading steel maker said recently that when the rail- 
roads were buying their normal requirements of iron 
and steel products such as steel rails, passenger and 
freight cars and engines and other track materials, 
- they used from 35 to 40 per cent. of all the steel made 
in this country. At the present time the railroads are 
not using more than 10 per cent. of the steel made in 
this country, and it may be less. This leaves a gap of 
30 per cent. that is not being filled. 

Other consumers of iron and steel products, both 
large and small, are pretty well covered on their needs 
for the remainder of this year, and this largely ex- 
plains why there is so little new buying. Again the 
consumers of iron and steel products find their business 
has fallen off greatly, and they are not able to take out 
the full amount of tonnage called for in their contracts 
and are specifying only for such quantities of mate- 
rial as they must have to meet their current wants. 
Under present conditions prices do not cut much figure. 
Consumers are not trying hard to have the steel mills 
lower their prices, as they could not use the material 
even if they were able to obtain it at less prices than 
are named in their contracts, while on the other hand 
the steel mills know it is useless to make lower prices 
as it would not stimulate buying, and would only put 
the market in worse condition than it is now. 

Prices are fairly steady, but on sheets and plates 
are probably softer than on any other grades of fin- 
ished material. There has been a very heavy increase 
in capacity for making black and galvanized sheets in 
this country in the past two or three years. Some of 
these new sheet concerns issued securities in order to 
provide money to build their plants, and interest on 
these securities falls due regularly, so that these con- 


cerns are very anxious to operate their plants to keep 
their products moving, and to get in money to meet 
their obligations. This course has resulted in more or 
less uneven prices of sheets over the last year or two, 
as always in a dull market these new mills are per- 
sistent sellers and often cut prices to a point where 
there is little or no margin of profit. This condition 
also holds largely good in the plate trade. A number 
of small plate mills have been erected in the last two 
or three years and it is a question whether the capacity 
for making plates in this country is not larger than 
consumption, even under normal conditions. A very 
large part of the tonnage in plates made in this coun- 
try goes into steel cars, and as there has been very few 
steel cars built in the last six months or more the plate 
mills have naturally had a heavy falling off in their 
demand. 

One leading steel car company which has three large 
plants, two in Pittsburgh and one in the Chicago dis- 
trict, is not operating to more than 30 per cent. and 
will soon be running at a less rate unless orders for 
steel cars very quickly show betterment. When run- 
ning full this concern would use 2000 tons of plates 
per day or more, but at present it is not using more 
than 300 to 400 tons per day, if that much. The 1.20c. 
price on plates is only being fairly well held, and is 
sometimes shaded. 

While much has been said by the press and else- 
where about the heavy foreign trade that will come to 
this country as a result of the European war, little that 
is definite has so far developed. It is true there have 
been sales of wire rods, wire and wire nails, but foreign 
sales of these products were being made before the war 
started, especially to Canada and one or two other 
countries, and it is doubtful whether the European war 
is stimulating foreign trade in these products or not. 
Much of the foreign trade in steel products is taken 
by the United States Steel Products Company, the ex- 
port department of the United States Steel Corporation, 
but just how much business this concern is securing 
very little has been given out. The reported order for 
31,000 tons of rails to Australia was placed some 
months ago, and shipments are going forward only now. 
The reported order for 100,000 carloads of horseshoes, 
supposed to have been taken by the American Steel & 
Wire Company for shipment to France and Russia, was 
not for more than 5 to ten carloads, probably the 
smaller figure. It is stated that some orders for arti- 
cles that are contraband, including machinery and ma- 
chine tools, have been placed in this country by Euro- 
pean governments, but no publicity can be given to 
these. 

A notable falling off in the structural trade has 
taken place as a result of the European war. The rail- 
roads and capitalists who had large projects under 
way find it is impossible to finance them and have been 
compelled to hold them up. An interesting order that 
will go to the United States Steel Corporation is one 
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for 4500 to 5000 tons of steel shapes and plates for the 
Cristobal coaling station in Panama. This material 
will be rolled in the famous Homestead Steel Mills of 
the Carnegie Steel Company. The Jones & Laugh- 
lin Steel Company has taken about 650 tons of caisson 
plates for the Panama Canal, these ranging from % to 
% inch in thickness and makes about 12,000 tons of 
plates furnished to the Panama Canal by the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Company. There seems to be no doubt 
but that the United States is bound to enjoy a large 
increase in its foreign trade as a result of the Euro- 
pean war, but this may be very slow in developing, as 
some serious questions will have to be settled before 
regular shipments abroad can be made. The chief two 
of these are to secure transportation facilities and also 
to arrange satisfactory credits. The Pittsburgh Coai 
Company has sent two men, one to England and one to 
South America, to look over the situation and make 
arrangements if possible for exporting coal to these 
countries, and it is expected this concern will develop 
a large foreign coal trade. The United States Steel 
Corporation, with its splendid organization for hand- 
ling export business, having exported in one year close 
to 3,000,000 tons of steel will ne doubt benefit largely 
by the European war in a large expansion of its foreign 
trade. A few steel concerns in this country are able to 
dispose of their output to domestic consumers when 
conditions are normal, and for this reason are not 
going after foreign business very vigorously. 

Conditions in the steel and allied trades are natu- 
rally reflected in the hardware trade, which is only 
fairly satisfactory. Local hardware jobbers report 
they are doing nearly as much business as at this time 
last year, but it is costing a good deal more to do it. 
Orders are usually for small lots, and nearly all request 
that prompt shipments be made, and instead of one 
filling and one handling of a shipment there are some 
times four or five, thus increasing the cost of doing busi- 
ness to a very great extent It is likely that the.hardware 
trade will have a falling off this year in holiday goods, 
which are more and more a feature of the modern hard- 
ware store. Thousands of men are out of work, others are 
working only half time and their purchasing power is 
greatly curtailed. A good trade is looked for this fall 
from the farmers for wire fencing and other farm sup- 
plies as the farmers have had a big year in crops and 
fruit, and are in position financially to make purchases. 
In the far West where farming is the chief industry 
conditions are reported much better than in the East, 
which depends on its manufacturing business. 

Money is tight and the banks are being severely criti- 
cised for piling up money in their vaults in preference 
to letting some of it go through for legitimate business 
enterprises. Collections are not satisfactory anywhere 
and in some places are decidedly unsatisfactory. 


Wire Natiis.—There continues to be quite an active 
foreign inquiry for wire nails and some shipments have 
been made to Canada, England and other foreign coun- 
tries. Percy G. Donald, representing an English syn- 
dicate of buyers, was in Pittsburgh on Monday, Sep- 
tember 21, and consulted with a number of local manu- 
facturers of wire nails with the result that some busi- 
ness may be done. English consumers of wire nails are 
accustomed to buy in 120 lb. packages, while the Ameri- 
can manufacturer packs his 100 lbs. to the keg. This 
is a small matter, however, and will likely be easily 
overcome. The new demand for wire nails is quiet, as 
consumers covered before the $1.60 price was estab- 
lished, and are specifying at a fair rate against their 
contracts. The business in wire nails taken at the 
$1.50 price has been pretty well cleaned up, and the 
bulk of shipments going out is at the $1.55 price and 
a few at the present price of $1.60. 

We quote wire nails as follows: In carload lots to jobbers, 
$1.60, f.0.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of delivery. 
Jobbers charge the usual advances over these prices for 
small lots from store. 

Cut Natts.—There is a fair demand for small lots 
and specifications against contracts, especially from 
the South where cut nails are still largely used. Prices 
are only fairly steady. 


We quofe nails at $1.60 to $1.65 per keg in carload and 
larger lots to jobbers; carloads to retailers, $1.65, f.o.b. Pitts- 
burgh, terms, 60 days, or 2 per cent. off for cash in 10 days, 


freight added to point of delivery. 
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Bars Wire.—A fair amount of business is being 
placed, but mostly for less than carload lots and stocks 
held by jobbers are fairly heavy. Local barb wire 
makers are figuring on an inquiry from Russia for 
5000 tons of barb wire, and it is said with fair pros- 
pects of securing the contract. This article is contra- 
band, but several local makers state that their negotia- 
tions are with New York brokers and when they deliver 
the wire to the docks their responsibility is at an end. 

We quote painted barb wire to jobbers, $1.60; galvanized, 
$2.00 in carloads to jobbers, usual terms, freight added to 
points of delivery. Jobbers charge the usual advances for 
small lots from stock. 

FENCE WIRE.—The new demand for fence wire for 
manufacturing purposes is only fairly heavy, but re- 
tailers are placing fairly good orders to complete their 
stocks for fall business. It is not believed that the fall 
trade this year in fence wire will be as good as ex- 
pected. Prices are only fairly firm. 

Prices in effect are as follows: Annealed fence wire in car- 
load lots to jobbers, $1.40 base; galvanized, $1.80, with the 
usual advances charged to jobbers for small lots from store. 

Nuts, BOLTS AND RIvETs.—The new demand for nuts 
and bolts is dull and mostly for small lots to cover 
actual needs. Business in structural and boiler rivets 
are very quiet, and prices are weaker. It is said that 
structural rivets in large lots have been sold as low as 
1.50c. and boiler rivets at 1.60c. Discounts on nuts and 
bolts are also sometimes shaded. 

We quote button-head structural rivets in carload lots 
at 1.55c., and in small lots at 1.65c.; cone-head boiler rivets, 
1.65c. in carload lots and 1.70c. in small lots, with terms 30 
days net, 2 per cent. for cash in 10 days. Discounts on nuts 


and bolts are as follows in lots of 300 Ib. or over, delivered 
within a 20c. freight radius of maker’s works:

Operations among the sheet mills are showing 
a slowing down, due to the decline in demand, and as a 
rule sheet mills are not operating at present to more 
than 60 to 70 per cent. of capacity, and some at a less 
rate. 


TIN PLATE.—Prices on pig tin are now about the 
same as they were before the European war started, 
and with the prospect of supplies coming in regularly 
to meet the demand, the high prices asked for tin plate 
two or three weeks ago have largely disappeared. The 
market has settled down to about the prices ruling be- 
fore the war started, but one leading maker is under- 
stood to be holding tin and terne plate at $3.50 per 
base box, while some other makers are selling as low 
as $3.30 to $3.40 per base box.

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—Makers report that new de- 
mand for both iron and steel bars is dull and only in 
small lots to meet current needs.

We quote steel bars for delivery over remainder of the 
year at 1.20c., and common iron bars at 1.15c. to 1.20c.,, f.0.b.

AKEN as a whole the business situation does not 
present a material change from the report of a 
week previous. In actual orders there has been some 
diminution, while, on the other hand, the financial side 
seems to show improvement. 

There is little doubt that high money rates are hav- 
ing much to do with the extremely conservative pur- 
chasing which has becomes the rule through the cen- 
tral west. Our financiers seem to be working around 
to the point that some relief will be afforded in this 
line. Chicago banks still maintain a rate of 7 per 
cent. Slightly lower rates, at least 6 per cent., are 
being expected in the near future. 

The wholesalers are holding their stocks to as low a 
working basis as is feasible, and it is possible that 
manufacturers are advising this to some extent. Man- 
ufacturers’ stocks are in good condition, shipments 


can be made promptly, and there is not the occasion 
for anticipation that would be necessary under other 
conditions. 

Wire products have been holding up remarkably 
well in view of the general conditions. For the past 
two weeks-there has been some falling off in orders, 
notably in new business. This is due partly to the 
curtailment of building operations and to the earlier 
filling in of stocks which was quite general. It is ex- 
pected that only a moderate amount of business will be 
obtained in this line for some weeks to come unless 
60 contracts are made to protect against an additional 
advance that has been repeatedly rumored. 

Reports from the South indicate that business is 
very dull in all cotton growing states, a natural con- 
sequence of the falling off in exports of this product. 
The “Buy a Bale of Cotton” movement is being given 
wide attention and a considerabie amount is being 
teken by firms and individuals all over the country. 
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It is to be doubted, however, if this will afford any 
immediate relief by putting money into circulation, 
though the indebtedness of farmers to banks and mer- 
chants may be reduced somewhat and the price of the 
staple upheld. 

Holiday goods have not aroused much interest on 
the part of retailers. Special cutlery salesmen are 
meeting with fair success but for the most part mer- 
= ts are putting off their purchases as long as pos- 
sible 


Wire Natts.—Specifications against contracts show 
a diminution that is not unexpected. Stocks in the 
hands of both retailers and jobbers are in fair shape. 
The demand on the part of the consumer is less than is 
customary at this time of the year.

RADE has been falling off to some extent for a 
month or so, yet during the past week or two, 
there have been signs of improvement in some direc- 
tions. With the beginning of hostilities in Europe, 
the market became excited and war scare prices were 
made on quite a number of lines which were advanced 
materially during the early part of August. Later 
they began to react downward, as prospects for obtain- 
ing needed raw materials improved. For instance, 
crude rubber at one time advanced from less than 70c. 
per lb. to $1.25 per lb. by the third week in August, 
since which time it has declined to approximately what 
it was at the start or even less. Pig tin nominally, at 
least, doubled in price and i- back to about where it was. 
Some manufacturers who advanced prices, because of 
the threatened scarcity of raw materials, have reduced 
their figures to what they were before the war began. 
The price of iron, steel and wire products has not re- 
acted from the advances made during that period, which 
ranged to from $1.00 to $4.00 per ton, being looked 
upon as about what they should be regardless of war 
conditions in, for example, bars, sheets, wire nails, 
fencing, etc. 

Among manufacturers of tools more orders in num- 
ber although still small in quantity are coming in, and 
merchants are beginning to feel the need of a moderate 
restocking of their shelves. 

There are instances where manufacturers have 
started out a few additional salesmen and the trav- 
elers have done a little better than was expected. In 
some sections the merchants seem to be in better spirits 
and are gaining confidence as to the future. Business 
men have had two months to look over the field since 
the general upheaval, August 1, and are gradually get- 
ting their bearings. 

In certain lines, a good many orders have been prom- 
ised but buyers are still cautious in actually placing 
them. Such lines as table and pocket cutlery are in bet- 
ter request but the bulk of this business usually comes 
during the last third of the year, because of the holi- 
day season. 

The export of merchandise is opening up with a little 
more freedom just as ocean transportation, marine in- 
surance and foreign exchange facilities improve. 

One phase of the situation is the conservatism of 
the money market. The vice-president of a representa- 
tive New York bank, when asked as to the prospects for 
easier money for the rest of the year, did not offer much 


encouragement in that direction. In his opinion money 
conditions would be snug for at least the next quarter. 
WireE NaiLs.—Trade in wire nails is spotty and un- 
certain. It-is dull and listless on some days, after which 
there will be a spurt occasionally that helps out weekly 
and monthly totals, but there is no snap to any of it. 
aed Wire nails, out of store, are based on $1.85 to $1.90 per 
Gut nails are in moderate demand, the trade being of 


about the same character as obtains in the business for wire 


nails.

CopPer.—Manufacturers are not disposed to antici- 
pate their requirements for copper and brass semi- 
finished materials further than October, not even when 
based on the present low price of ingot copper. Busi- 
ness is quiet and mills are averaging only about four 
days a week. Some special departments are running 
on longer time and others on less time. Stocks in the 
hands of manufacturers throughout the country are 
low and among merchants are very low. Unfilled or- 
ders are slightly less now than for the first six months 
of 1914, ranging at from 5 to 10 per cent. decrease. 

Copper wire is in slight demand. The larger elec- 
trical companies are not buying to any extent and there 
is little electrical construction work in hand or in sight. 
There is, of course, some business all the time, but ap- 
proximately only 60 to 65 per cent. of normal. 

WINDow GLass.—The wage scale meeting between 
manufacturers and workmen in Cleveland, September 
15 to 17, was adjourned until a later date to meet in 
Pittsburgh. 

The men finally offered to go to work on the basis 
of a 10 per cent. advance and begin work on October 15 
with a scale of contingent increases whenever higher 
prices were made to jobbers. The manufacturers, on 
their part, do not care to start fires in any event before 
October 26. No agreement was arrived at, at the Sep- 
tember 15 meeting, but probably some decision will be 
concluded on the later date. 

There is but little demand anywhere, jobbers seeming 
to be quite well provided with glass, some of whom 
have enough to carry them for 3 months. 

Window glass, single thick, is quoted at from 90 and 
10 to 90 and 15 per cent. and double thick from 90 and 
15 to 90 and 20 per cent. discount from jobbers’ list. 

There is a premium of about 10 per cent. on AA and 
A quality because of scarcity. 

NAVAL Stores.—There is a fair demand for naval 
stores in this market, largely because stocks are low, 
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but only to satisfy immediate needs. Producers and 
factors in the South are disposed to hold their receipts, 
which has helped to stiffen the market a little.

Ropre.—There is little, if any, change in the rope 
market. Arrivals of Manila hemp at Atlantic ports 
stopped a week or so ago. What comes to the United 
States now is landed on the Pacific Coast, which greatly 
increases the cost to eastern manufacturers because of 
high railroad transportation. As much of the harbor 
work depending on foreign sea going ships is largely 
tied up, the demand has correspondingly slackened. 
The domestic harbor consumption is about the same as 
usual at this season. The crop of Manila hemp in the 
Philippines this year is less than last year, which was 
then about normal. 

European hemp from Russia and Italy and hemp 
from German East Africa is shut off and prices are 
nominal if obtainable at all. 

That grade of stock is occasionally used by some 
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makers as an adulterant in good grade Manila rope, but 
is inferior in tensile strength and wearing qualities. 


ToBIN BRONZE.—The Ansonia Brass & Copper Com- 
pany, manufacturer of Tobin bronze, has reduced it %e. 
per lb. to 17c. per Ib. base. 


LINSEED O1L.—The current demand for linseed oil is 
not good, moderate quantities only being taken. Most 
of the oil going into jobbers’ and consumers’ hands is 
on old contracts and not much new business is being 
handled. Competition to sell is keen. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, is quoted at 58c. for five or 
more bbis. and 59c. in lots of less than five bbls.

There is, moreover, a _ reaction 
from the slight buying movement of last month, in 
view of which present purchases in some lines are 
greatly restricted.

N ew Activities of New England 
Hardware Dealers’ Association 


A VERY interesting folder has been sent out 

relative to a course in salesmanship to be 
conducted for the hardware trade by the New Eng- 
land Hardware Dealers’ Association. The associ- 
ation itself is arranging to conduct resident courses 
in certain parts of the country. In fact, four such 
courses are already scheduled to commence the end 
of this month in Boston, Springfield, Pittsfield and 
Worcester, Mass. 

This is certainly supplying a need, and the associ- 
ation deserves every credit for its progressiveness in 
so working for the betterment of hardware sales- 
manship. 

Each hardware store in these cities and districts 
is invited to send its store clerks to resident sessions, 
held one night a week for twelve weeks. 

The benefit of this to the hardware trade in these 
cities can readily be imagined. It will mean help- 
fulness to the trade as a whole, and to the individual 
stores in particular, when all the hardware inter- 
ests in a town get together to discuss the better- 
ment of hardware salesmanship. 

The instructors for this course certainly insure a 


on bar contracts are also coming out fairly well. In 
the heavier lines business is fluctuating and uncertain, 
and very light in the aggregate.

There are nevertheless many indications that the re- 
tail business in most parts of the state is reviving. The 
local trade has shown a much healthier tone for the 
last week, with indications of the usual fall activity;

‘tributed for the crops sold earlier in the year.

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Four Important Measures Await the Action of Congress 
By A. A. CHENAY 


WASHINGTON, September 27, 1914. 

F President Wilson insists upon the legislative 
| program which, it is reported, he has com- 

municated to House and Senate leaders, there 
is every indication that a strenuous time is yet 
ahead of any adjournment of the present session 
of Congress. Four important measures comprise 
the somewhat large order that the President is 
understood to be pressing for enactment this fall. 

1. The Alexander Shipping Bill by which the 
United States would acquire a government owned 
merchant marine fleet. 

2. The Jones Bill, putting the United States on 
record with respect to Philippine independence. 

3. Legislation to revise the laws governing the 
revenue cutter service. 

4. Passage of the Clayton Anti-Trust Measure 
now before both Houses on report of the conference 
committee. 

Opposition to Shipping Bill 

There is a strong opposition to the merchant 
marine bill from Democratic as well as Republican 
sources, on the ground that the government should 
not invade the field of private investment. It is 
further urged by the opponents of the plan that the 
necessity for ships is not the need of the present; 
that the problem of getting ships to move the things 
that are most pressingly needed has already been 
pretty well solved. 

Heretofore the influence of the President has 
been sufficient to “put over” measures to which 
there was a certain amount of opposition in the 
party. The present situation is somewhat differ- 
ent, however, and it seems doubtful if a sufficient 
number of the majority can be lined up to commit 
the government to the policy contained in the Alex- 
ander Bill. 


Clayton Anti-Trust Bill Weakened 


The calling up of the Jones Philippine Bill will 
open up a sharp debate, although it will likely be 
passed if forced to a vote. The revision of the 
laws governing the revenue cutter service proposes 
various administrative changes urged by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 


The conference report on the Clayton Bill is meet- 
ing with strong opposition in the Senate where the 
charge is made by Senators on both sides of the 
chamber that the teeth of the measure have very 
largely been drawn. The complaint refers particu- 
larly to the section prohibiting so-called “tying” 
contracts and the Senate amendment authorizing 
the appointment of receivers for convicted corpora- 


tions. 
“Tying” Contract Section Modified 


The Supreme Court of the United States, in the 
so-called “mimeograph” case recently decided, held 
that a corporation could enforce conditions in its 
contracts with purchasers and lessees that would 
require the parties to such contracts to buy their 
supplies from the corporation. To meet this inter- 
pretation, the Senate attached an amendment to the 
Clayton Bill that absolutely prohibited such con- 
tracts, declared them to be null and void, and con- 
trary to public policy. 

The conferees rewrote this section and prohibited 
such contracts only “where the effect of such lease, 
sale, or contract for sale, or such condition, agree- 
ment, or understanding, may be to substantially 
lessen competition or tend to create a monopoly in 
any line of commerce.” 

Price Discrimination Prohibited 

The price discrimination section of the House 
Bill, which was struck out altogether in the Senate, 
has been restored in a modified form. As now 
written this provision makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person engaged in commerce to discriminate in 
price, either directly or indirectly, between differ- 
ent purchasers of commodities, where the effect of 
such discrimination may be to substantially lessen 
competition or tend to create a monopoly in any line 
of commerce. 

These modifications, opponents of the bill claim, 
will open the door to endless litigation because of 
the fact that there will be no definite prohibition of 
well-defined illegal acts. The elimination of all ref- 
erence to any penalty for violation of these sections 
of the proposed law will operate further, it is 
charged, to nullify the enactment. 
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The various changes that have been made in the 
text of the Clayton Bill are looked upon as a com- 
promise by the leaders, and the probability is that 
the measure will be passed during the coming week. 


Gold Fund for Mercantile Debts Abroad 


The Federal Reserve Board has approved the plan 
to raise a hundred million gold pool to meet the 
nation’s foreign obligations. Members of the board 
believe that the creation of this large fund, for the 
cash settlement of importers’ debts to foreign manu- 
facturers, will have a far-reaching effect for good, 
and will prove an effective factor in restoring con- 
fidence, strengthening the country’s credit and in 
facilitating the exportation of American products. 


Furthermore, through the means of this gold fund 
it is expected that debtor American corporations 
desiring to settle their foreign, obligations will be 
enabled to do so without incurring the heavy ex- 
change discount suffered by those attempting to 
individually handle the matter. 


Business Outlook Favorable 


Reports coming into Washington from non-par- 
tisan sources throughout the country indicate that 
the business temperature generally is gradually 
working its way upward. Advices from Southern 
centers, as well as from the East and West, tell of 
readjustments to the new conditions that are slowly 
making for a return to normal. 

On one recent day 25,000 bales of cotton were 
shipped to European markets from Galveston alone. 
Shipments of American wheat are now being made 
in as large volume as ever before, and American 
mills, it is reported, are already feeling, in some 
lines, the evidence of a new demand. There is, in 
fact, a very sharp foreign demand beginning to be 
noted in a large number of varied lines of industry. 


War Tax Bill May Be Changed 


Consideration of the war revenue bill in the Sen- 
ate will await final disposition of the Clayton Anti- 
Trust Measure. The war tax proposal was received 
from the House yesterday where it was passed by 
the usual large majority. It is now being consid- 
ered by the Senate Finance Committee. 


In a number of respects it is said to be likely 
that the proposed war taxes will be changed by the 
Senate. There is a disposition to substitute a tax 
on automobiles, rated according to horsepower, for 
the tax of 2 cents a gallon on gasoline. Taxes on 
whiskey and tobacco may also be increased. 


Commercial Attachés Named 


Secretary of Commerce Redfield yesterday an- 
nounced the appointment of seven commercial at- 
tachés who will be sent to South American, Euro- 
pean and Far Eastern trade centers to carry out the 
plans of the department for assisting American 
manufacturers to broaden their foreign markets. 
The appointments are as follows: 

A. H. Baldwin, former chief of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, to London; C. W. 

A. Veditz, of Philadelphia, to Paris; Irwin W. 
' Thomson, of North Carolina, to Berlin; Lincoln 
Hutchison, of the University of California, to Rio 
de Janeiro; Dr. Albert Hale, of Indiana, to Buenos 
Aires; A. I. Harrington, of Ohio, to Lima, Peru; 
Julian H. Arnold, Consul General at Hongkong, will 
for the time being cover the Far Eastern markets. 

No time has been set for the opening of the Euro- 
pean offices on account of war conditions. The 
attachés to South America, however, will depart at 
an early date.

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KANSAS RETAILER DISCUSSES “ELIM- 


INATION 


OF THE TRAVELING 


SALESMAN” 


GREAT BEND, KANS., Sept. 12, 1914. 
Editor HARDWARE AGE: 

An article entitled “Elimination of the Travel- 
ing Salesman” in a recent issue of HARDWARE AGE 
seems to be a biased defence of the cumbersome, 
antiquated and most costly system of order-taking 
by traveling men rather than a discussion of the 
merits of both sides of the question. Since HARD- 
WARE AGE purports to be a dealers’ magazine the 
writer believes the other side of the question should 
have an equal chance in your columns. 

A careful reader would agree that the article un- 
der question is basically unsound. The writer says 
it is claimed 75 per cent. of retailers are “dead,” 
and to dispense with travelers would eliminate this 
75 per cent. of incompetence. He says: “We deny 
the right of the minority of competent merchants 
to dictate any remedy which will cause the majority 
to suffer.” But on the other hand, by what right 
or privilege shall the “dead” majority force upon the 
live minority a system which is rapidly bringing 
the whole retail trade down in ruins, live ones with 
the dead? If it is not doing this, then why is the 
most discussed and most prominent subject in the 
trade press and at trade gatherings that of “the 
catalog house evil’? Why is the catalog house 
such an evil’? We all know the tremendous over- 
head expense of the present cumbersome system of 
order-taking gives the dealer his goods at so high 
a figure he cannot compete on price. And price is 
the great lever. We can fight with good service, but 
when all the votes are in, price wins out. We can 
get ten per cent. more for greater convenience and 
better service, but we cannot get twenty to fifty. 

Won’t sound business sense say that the trade, as 
a whole, would be benefited by being purged of the 
“dead ones,” whether they are 75 or 90 per cent. of 
the whole? If the trade were purged of the dead 
ones it would not, as claimed, result in a shortage 
of hardware stores nor in monopoly to the 25 per 
cent. minority. It would enable the live retailers to 
establish themselves firmly as a necessary and eco- 
nomical factor in the plan of distribution, and they 
would make good money in the business. And then, 
and not till then, will the retail hardware profession 
attract to it sufficient live and efficient men to supply 
the needs of every community. The trade would 
then be raised to 100 per cent. efficiency, rather than 
25 per cent. through the addition of good business 
men who now hesitate to embark in a losing game 
where three-fourths are dead, and whose clammy 
hands are permitted to drag down the remaining 
live ones by forcing upon them this antiquated and 
costly buying system. The present intelligent, com- 
petent and successful traveling salesmen, eliminated 
by the new system, would be available as competent 
merchants. 

It is claimed by men who should know, that a sav- 
ing of 12% per cent. would result from elimination 
of the salesman. Others claim only a 5 per cent. 
saving would be made. A compromise would prob- 
ably hit it. But would not a saving of 8 per cent. 
on total purchases spell success to many merchants 
who are now only breaking even? And especially 
when the saving would add no burden and very little 
extra labor but would tend to make the dealer a 
more careful and efficient merchant? Figure it out 
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on your yearly purchases and note what a tidy sum 
it would represent at invoice time. 

The first qualification of a merchant should be the 
ability to write up correct and intelligent mail or- 
ders. The second qualification should be to know 
what to buy, and when and how much. This fact is 
admitted by the writer of the article previously men- 
tioned where he says “The matter is up to the 
buyer; if he is content to merely give his orders 
without attempting to buy, then the dealer is to 
blame.” We wonder how he reconciles this state- 
ment with his previous claim that the average re- 
tailer is not competent to buy but needs a salesman 
to whom to give his order. 

Present hardware catalogs are not complex. 
There is no complicated system of numbering that 
must be memorized. Any competent retailer can 
pick up a strange catalog of a jobber he has not pre- 
viously bought from, and write up a complete mail 
order in a few minutes, intelligently and with no 
more mistakes than the average salesman for that 
house would make. The jobbers are making it easy 
to order by mail. 

It should not be overlooked that many of the con- 
ditions now existing that seem to make the traveler 
a necessity could be easily eliminated or changed so 
as to facilitate mail-order buying. So long as trav- 
elers are forced upon the trade there will be artificial 
conditions surrounding the retailer that seem to 
warrant the expense of sending out order-takers. 

The writer would also admit he is not radical 
enough to believe that all travelers could be dis- 
pensed with to advantage. It would seem that a 
well-posted demonstrator should call every few 
months to show new goods and to help the dealer’s 
force with information about such of his goods as 
the dealer was selling. He would be strictly an in- 
structor and booster and not an order-taker, and his 
visits at long intervals would not be expensive. 
Some of the better manufacturers have such men 
out once or twice a year, with considerable benefit 
tous. But their services are not wasted writing up 
orders for 8d nails and boxes of bolts. 

In conclusion, should not efforts of jobbers and 
manufacturers, as well as of the trade press, be 
directed toward improving the efficiency of the retail 
trade rather than toward trying to make one live 
man hold up three dead ones and thereby causing 
the whole bunch to drown? :

_ BIG SIDE LINES IN HARDWARE 


How Fifer & Beatty Made Mill Supplies Pay Dividends

HEN the side line comes of age, and is en- 
\ y titled to vote as part of the hardware 
business, it ranks as a specialty. Pretty 
nearly every specialty hardware known began as a 
side line, and every hardware man who, in his time, 
Burbanked a side line on to his regular stock, lived 
in fear and trembling lest some accursed pirate 
should come along and infringe his copyright. 
Strange as it may seem, to those who know the 
simple virtues and the noblesse oblige which rule 
business relations, pirates did come along, and did 
grab off nearly all of those novel ideas, just as soon 
as the originator gave evidence of possessing a 
dollar and a quarter above gross expenses, unless 
he had his side line so cinched and barb-wired that 
nobody could break in with an axe. 
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|S Saget one Webber Brothers—long since retired 

from the trade—brought to bear upon the mill 
district of Philadelphia eyes trained to the liquor 
business, nobody had thought of splicing mill sup- 
plies on to retail hardware; and only a few think of 
it now. You see, mill supplies to-day constitute a 
hardware side line that is just coming of age as a 
specialty. 

The brothers Webber, having come into an in- 
heritance, tackled retail hardware in Front street, 
above Susquehanna avenue, with that lighthearted 
daring which has been responsible for so many false 
alarms in the trade, and for so much of the price 
cutting. But the Webbers, if they appeared reck- 
less, knew something of sound business methods; 
and they had, besides their nerve, a good, sound 
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strain of Teutonic caution. They had also a good 
many friends, in a community where, in those days 
at least, friendship was worth real money. 

George Webber, especially, knew the big mill men 
—men of the standing of John Bromley, James and 
George D. Bromley, the carpet manufacturers, and 
Firth & Foster, the dyers and finishers. He viewed 
his neighborhood in the light of his friendships, 
and asked the mill men he knew whether they 
wouldn’t let him sell them some of their supplies. 
They viewed him in the light of their friendship, 
and said: “Why, certainly; let George do it.” So 
George and his brother did it. 

Beyond that wholly instinctive bit of enterprise 
the Webbers did not notably bestir themselves. 
Their store got its share of the expanding neigh- 
borhood trade; they took it as it came; and seven 
years ago they retired, comfortably and tranquilly, 
as sedate, well-to-do persons should, but, in these 
United States, commonly don’t. 

Meanwhile, a Warwick had come into the field— 
in fact, a couple of Warwicks. The tradition of 
mill supplies, in Philadelphia, was that large, hefty, 
important supply houses must be located down town, 
in the wholesale district; and all large and hefty 
firms scrupulously complied with the tradition. 

But about ten years after the Webbers embarked 
in business, Charles Bond secured the agency for 
a first-class, patent split-wood pulley which gave 
him a first-class lead into the factory trade. He 
opened a store at Lehigh avenue and Mutter street, 
and speedily took on belting, lacing and other sup- 
plies, until he grew into manufacturing much of 
the material he sold. But he grew so far that, about 
fifteen years ago, he went the way of the other big 
and hefty ones and moved down to Fifth and Arch 
streets. It becomes apparent that, while the Web- 
bers were holding on to their share of the local mill 
supply business from the retail hardware end, a 
big, strictly legitimate supply house was growing 
up under their very noses. 


BY the Bond enterprise, inhibitive as it might 

appear to hardware adventurers in mill sup- 
plies, was nothing more than an episode in the 
development of this unusual side line. Even while 
Mr. Bond was soaring into the top floors of the 
mills via the wheels of his improved pulley, the 
nascent firm of Sees & Faber, two squares below 
Webber Brothers, was walking in at the front 
door. 

Robert W. Sees was a real hardware man, bred 
to the trade with Matlack, Coleman & Company, 
retailers at Second and Market streets. Faber, his 
partner, was in the city gas works and had a wide 
acquaintance. They started modestly enough as 
hardware retailers, and went straight after the 
limitless field of mill supplies. 

Two years later, Mr. Faber, in person, began 
canvassing the mill district—probably: the first 
genuine mill supply canvasser of whom retail hard- 
ware can boast. The introduction of canvassing 
methods sent the business ahead with a rush; the 
firm became more than prominent— it won prestige. 

But Mr. Faber’s health failed within a few years, 
and he died. The firm, strong as it was, now de- 
pended for its initiative on one man. That man, 
however, was an expert, and was gifted with an 
exceptional capacity for work. He carried the busi- 
ness straight ahead, and with no dimunition ap- 
parent in its persistent expansion. 

It is worth while noting that, while this peculiar 
side line was undergoing its initial development— 
proceedings, as it were, from infancy to adolescence 
—there were none of the complaints of growing 
pains usually expected. Webber Brothers accepted 


_ when they were ready to retire. 
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competition, retail and wholesale, philosophically, 
as the ordinary course of events; and they retired 
Yet two powerful 
rivals had come into the field and were continually 
enlarging their trade. 


NE month after Mr. Faber died, the Sees & 
Faber hardware store hired a stocky, sturdy 
errand boy of sixteen, named Frank P. Fifer, to 
sweep out the store and do other chores. It is the 
career of that errand boy which really illustrates 
the maturing of the side line, the age of which was 
then just about his; in retail hardware they were 
adopted brothers, if not twins. 

Frank Fifer worked as errand boy for a couple of 
years. Mr. Sees, in accordance with the policy he 
consistently pursued with his clerks, gave the kid 
opportunities to learn the business all the way 
through. As soon as Frank was acquainted with 
stock—it took a year or so—he was allowed to wait 
on customers. There were then four selling clerks, 
including young Frank, and two office clerks. 

After another year, when he was eighteen years 
old, the errand boy who had started at $4 a week, 
was put on the street collecting and selling. He 
progressed steadily until he was receiving $1,000 
a year. 

Now, this boy, chosen for the responsibilities of 
collector and salesman at so early an age, was a 
plugger from Plugsville. It was, perhaps, merely 
the routine of the business in a neighborhood trade 
that he should have evening hours, too, from 7 until 
9.30 o’clock. But it was altogether exceptional that 
such a young fellow should display both a passion 
and a genius for stock arrangement, which gradually 
became one of his acknowledged specialties in the 
store. 

In the outside phase of his job, he manifested an 
acumen which remains lacking in many a business 
man until the day of his death. He had been on the 
street for three years when he reached the conclu- 
sion that the combination of collector and salesman 
was an attempt to make Siamese twins of life and 
death. When he came in, manufacturers were 
prone to look for a statement instead of a bid for an 
order. So he undertook to shed his unwelcome role 
of collector and, after that, became persona grata 
to all the local mill men. 

Early in 1904, Fifer had more than ample ex- 
perience as a salesman of mill supplies, extraordi- 
nary familiarity with retail hardware and stock 
arrangement, practically no experience as a buyer, 
a vaulting ambition, and a brother-in-law. 

The brother-in-law was Henry Beatty, bookkeeper 
and office manager for the J. R. Dawson Manufac- 
turing Company, on Philip street, near Oxford, who 
made wire specialties. He, too, had an ambition 
beyond the possibilities of his firm, as they appeared 
at that time. So he withdrew and looked around 
for something in which to invest the modest capital 
he possessed. He looked around several months 
without finding anything. He and young Fifer 
shared the same house; so they heard each other’s 
ambitions, disappointments and hopes. One Sun- 
day evening, in March, 1904, some eight years after 
Fifer learned to wield the broom in a hardware 
store, his brother-in-law remarked: 

“Frank, I’m disgusted with doing nothing.” 

Young Fifer had an inspiration. 

“Well, Harry, let’s tackle hardware and mill sup- 
plies together.” 

“All right; I’ll go you,” Beatty rejoined. 
much capital can we raise between us?” 

The pair of them sat down and sharpened their 
pencils. So, in just the same fashion in which 
Sees & Faber had tackled hardware and mill sup- 
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plies—with an expert hardware man and a stranger 
to the line joining forces—the firm of Fifer & 
Beatty was born. 


he was a pretty strong team. Fifer had the expert 

knowledge and the valuable acquaintance; 
Beatty was not only a thoroughly trained office man, 
but he had something of a genius for finance. He 
conceded, however, so much to his young partner’s 
special abilities that he put up two-thirds of the 
capital and accepted only one-half share in the 
partnership. 

That very Sunday night, they fared forth on a 
journey of discovery for a store, and they decided 
on a place they marked down at Kensington and 
Allegheny avenues. Beatty was to go after the 
lease next morning. Pending that task, and his 
well-earned sleep, he went to church, as was his 
wont of a Sunday evening. 

Fifer wickedly stayed home and read the Sunday 
paper, especially the advertisements of stores for 
rent and for sale. And there-he descried the offer 
of a hardware store in Kensington which, in spite 
of the ambiguity of the address, he straightway 
identified as the store of H. L. Magee & Company, 
at the northeast corner of Front street and Lehigh 
avenue. He spotted it because that was the only 
hardware store in Kensington which had become 
run down. 

“Never mind about the place we’ve picked out, 
Henry,” he told his brother-in-law, when Beatty re- 
turned from church. “I’ve found the very business 
we want to step into.” 

Monday morning they took up the subject with 
Magee & Company. Tuesday they bought, on an 
inventory basis with a lease for five years and an 
option of purchase of the building in two years. 
They purchased in the two years. 

The partnership agreement having been signed 
Monday, Mr. Fifer informed Mr. Sees that evening 
and his employment ended then. By Tuesday noon 
he was in his own store, indulging his passion for 
arrangement of stock, preliminary to the store man- 
agement, plus the outside soliciting, which he had 
naturally chosen for his end of the work. Mr. 
Beatty took the office and the financiering—a tick- 
lish job, all things considered, on that momentous 
day. The stock had inventoried more than $7,000, 
and they had unhesitatingly paid inventory price 
because they considered the location alone worth 
$2,000. What, with other costs, the deal had stood 
them every cent they owned, plus the tidy sum of 
$3,000, which they managed to raise besides. It is 
not difficult to understand that they needed hard 
cash in a hurry. 

Fifer dug around to find something he could sell. 
He found 300 pounds of scrap leather for which 
their predecessors had paid 28 cents per pound, ex- 
pecting to sell it at 32. Wednesday morning he put 
a piece of it under his arm and, within two hours, 
sold the whole 300 pounds to the factory trade for 
picking straps at 38 cents. So there was more than 
$100 to start with. 

Then he dickered with these mill supply manufac- 
turers who carried the lines he could carry—cap 
screws, files, drills, belting and belt laces. As he 
got their prices, he went out on the street and sold 
to the mills enough to make his profit on the mate- 
rial put some. as stock, on his shelves. He sold 
25,000 feet of belt lacing among 30 mills within 
one week, sometimes cutting a bit, again meeting 
the ruling price. He was no price cutter by nature; 
it was his resolve, from the first dav, to make a 
living profit out of everything sold. But one must 
always squeeze a bit in a pinch; and that first week 
was a tight pincher. All told, he was able to buy 
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28,500 feet of belt lacing and keep 3500 feet of it 
on his shelves. He pursued the same policy with 
the other mill supplies and swiftly had the side line 
department stocked up at least to working level. 

But all that brilliant selling wasn’t bringing in 
real, immediate cash; all the immediately salable 
hardware was distinctly, desperately, non est, and 
yet he must pull cash over the counter. 

He went to the jobbers whom he knew personally, 
and told them to take his word for it, at 60 days. 
They did. And the firm met the 60 days right along. 
So much for their supply of stock in demand. But 
still the dead retail business had to be galvanized 
into life. 

Fifer used what there was on hand of house fur- 
nishings, which he coolly decided to abandon, to 
start the customers coming. He sold that house 
furnishing stock, inventoried at $1,000, for a total 
of $300, by means of special sales. Of course, the 
pinch counted in his paltering with the devil of cut 
prices; but it paid each partner $10 a week to live 
on; it paid the wages of the two clerks who had 
been retained; it cleared out a department they 
didn’t want, and it let them look over various holes 
in the stock they did want with some assurance that 
they could fill them. They put what they could 
spare into the depleted shelf hardware and some 
carpenter’s tools, of which they bought as low as 
a twelfth of a dozen, while the men who sold it to 
them grinned. 

But, by the time Fifer said he had a stock, the 
buying public was started their way, and he had 
turned another selling trick by sending word of his 
venture to the mechanics employed in the various 
mills. He had always mixed with the working 
mechanics while he was selling supplies to their 
bosses; the habit paid him now. 

Two years went by, and the financial acumen of 
Beatty suggested that they take off a statement, 
present it to their bank, the Ninth National, and 
borrow enough to discount their bills. It went 
through on wheels, and the money was faithfully 
used to take off 2 per cent. for 10-day payments. 


ME- BEATTY died July 8, 1913, and his partner 

now conducts the business alone, with Mr. 
Beatty’s widow retaining her husband’s interest in 
it. As it stands to-day there are 12 people em- 
ployed—three clerks: handling the retail counter 
trade, two girls in the office, and two salesmen and 
five assistants in the side line of mill supplies. 
There is a warehouse with 125,000 square feet of 
space connected with a garage containing two auto 
trucks; and there is $28,000 worth of stock in ware- 
house and store. The surviving partner has quit 
the street for the office, where he believes he can 
now do better selling, as well as better store man- 
agement. 

Here, then, is the mill supply side line as it stands 
to-day, with this one store’s growth, so exhaustively 
sketched, up to first-class importance, with the 
earlier pioneer place of Sees & Faber constantly 
extending its trade—and with several other hard- 
ware stores of the neighborhood doing a profitable 
business in mill supplies, too. 

Competition isn’t dangerous on a side line, when 
the right man runs the side line. It helps.

_ Not very long ago the business men 
of a great city refused to advertise in 
the newspapers of that city, forgetting 
that in millions of homes the newspaper 
was a representative of these business 
firms at the breakfast table and that 
their representative was a welcome 
guest. These business men were above 
and beyond the average intelligence yet 
they could not see this simple truth. 


The plan laid out two thousand years 
ago is profitable to everybody con- 
cerned; it creates more business, bet- 
ter business and business that is perma- 
nent. This is the new and simple way 
along which. business is going to be con- 
ducted in the future and for two thou- 
sand years we have been lost in techni- 
calities, trickery and dishonesty, in the 
jungle of ignorance, in order to find 
this very plain simple fact of life.

Handling Too Many Stove Lines 
Loses Sales 


SALESMAN for a well known manufacturer 

A of stoves, ranges and furnaces, and a man 

who has had a number of years’ experience 

in the retail business was recently discussing the 
sales problems of stove dealers. 

He pointed out that one of the greatest faults to 
be found with many retailers was their willingness 
to allow a manufacturer to place a sample stove on 
their floors. Instances were cited, and they are by 
no means out of the ordinary, where twelve makes 
of stoves were represented in fifteen stoves shown 
on a floor. 

There are two reasons why these things occur: 
The buyer allows the sample stove to be placed on 
his floor simply because he does not care to turn 
down the salesman; the buyer allows a new line of 
stoves to be placed on his floor because he thinks 
some customers would prefer them to the line he 
is then handling. 

Neither of these reasons is sufficient. If the 
dealer has one leading line which he wishes to sell 
before all others it is his duty to keep every other 
make out of the town if possible. It is better for 
him to lose a sale than to take the order for some 
different make and have it shipped in even if it is 
never placed on his floor. 

There must be no doubt in the mind of the con- 
sumer who pays $40 or more for a range. He must 
be convinced absolutely that the stove he is buying 
is the one for him to buy. It is hard for the sales- 
man with several lines of practically the same value 
to accomplish this. Naturally the buyer wishes to 
see all the lines that are displayed. The salesman 
is forced to admit that all are good. The buyer 
begins to draw comparisons. He finds a certain 
feature in one stove which he likes, while some 
other feature in another make appeals to him 
strongly. He is finally brought to the point of 
deciding which one of the several lines has the most 
points which appeal, and the fewest which do not, 
and the result in most instances is indecision. That 
same customer often leaves the store undecided, 
finds a dealer who has one line to sell and who be- 
lieves in that line heart and soul. This is the dealer 
who will have the best opportunity to close the 
order. 

The only real excuse for two makes of stoves 
being represented on a floor is that the dealer 
wishes to handle some malleable line in connection 
with his cast goods. Otherwise there should be one 
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THE COUNTER” 


line, with advertising concentrated on that line, 
and salesmen’s efforts concentrated on that line. 
When the dealer begins to follow the line of least 
resistance by trying to carry every line that people 
may call for which he can secure, he weakens his 
selling force in proportion to the number of lines 
that are shown. 

It is fitting that stoves and ranges should be 
sold rather than that orders for them should merely 
be taken. Secure the agency for the line best suited 
to your locality, and then bend every effort to make 
your sales of that line increase, turning a deaf 
ear, meanwhile, to the man who wishes to consign 
to you a sample. :

Composition board is the lightest and 
easiest to handle for this purpose. 

The size of the fixture or background must be 
governed by the size of your window display. 
After you have cut out your various pieces of com- 
position board, and nailed them into the designs 
required, your next problem will be to cover them 
with a suitable material. 

An excellent way to treat this would be to use 
cloth of contrasting colors. If you do not care to 
go to this expense, cold water paint would answer 
admirably. One very practical and artistic treat- 
ment of this design would be to utilize green velour, 
inlaying it in the panels which show in black. The 
remainder of this design can also be effectively 
treated by wood grain paper. Imitation leather 
paper may also be used to an excellent advantage.

SWEEPING AND DUSTING OF THE STORE 


ened is the expenditure for brooms, provided 

the proper care and attention is given by 

the store help. The accompanying illustrations and 

the remarks on the care of the broom should prove 
of interest to merchants generally. 

When a broom is placed in the corner of a room, 

or back of a door, or in any place where the body of 
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\ STORE expense that can be considerably light- 
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These brooms show the results of “jamming and also of 
stubbing.” Three methods of caring for brooms ap- 
pear in the center 


it is jammed upon the floor, as in Fig. 1 at A, the 
ends soon become unfit for effective work. The 
mere weight of the broom tends to jam the straws 
down and bend them in one direction or the other. 
Many excellent brooms are wrecked in this way a 
short time after they are put in use. Often they 
are placed back of the door in this fashion or at 
the foot of the stairs, where the dampness from 
below can get into the fibre of the straws, thereby 
softening them and making the body of the brooms 
jam more quickly. The brooms should not only be 
hung up, but should also be kept in a dry place, for 
as soon as the straws of the broom get soggy from 
dampness you cannot sweep properly with it. 


Suggestions for Hanging 
At B, Fig. 2, is shown the hook method of support- 


- ing the broom, by boring a hole through the handle 


of the broom near the end and driving a hook into 
the wall. The broom can be hooked very readily, 
keeping the ends of the broom-corn from contact 
with the floor. Or, if preferred, the strap method 
may be used; this consists of nailing a strap of 
leather over the end of the handle, as at. C, Fig. 3, 
and adjusting the loop thus made over a nail or 
hook. Some careful storekeepers go to the trouble 
of making a broom-rack. Some make a slotted 
piece of shelving and insert the broom into the slot, 
as at D, Fig. 4. Others put up shelves and some 
place brackets to hold the broom horizontally. 


: Handling the Broom 

But the broom is not ruined altogether by the 
defective methods of placing it while not in use. 
Some people wreck a broom very quickly by ill-use. 
If you buy cheap brooms you must expect the straws 
to come out prematurely. But if you buy good 
grades of brooms and these are soon ruined, inquire 


into the mode of handling. 


Sometimes the awkward sweeper spoils the broom 


; at the outset by “stubbing” it, as in Fig. 5, by hold- 


ing the handle at an incorrect angle. They push 


the broom straws down hard upon the floor, at such 


an angle that the tips are partly turned or stubbed 
as in E, Fig. 5. Or they sway the broom at an in- 
correct angie as in Fig. 6, bringing the pressure to 
bear almost always on one side of the bottom. This 
results in the condition shown in F, Fig. 6. ; 

Fig. 7 gives a suggestion as to the right swing 
of the broom for ordinary sweeping purposes. The 
line of swing is indicated in H. Brooms are worn 
to the shape shown at K, by scrubbing floors. There 
are some people who prefer to use the broom for 
scrubbing purposes, because of the stiffness of the 
material. Then there is the broken broom in which 
the ends are shattered at L, as in Fig. 9. There 
are men in the large cities who go about buying old 
brooms. They will make the broom over again and 
put it on the market. 

These old brooms are usually in a broken order, 
as in Fig. 9, or spread almost hopelessly, as at M, 
Fig. 10. The spread broom results from the break- 
ing of the fastenings. New brooms may break at 
the metal binders; this is due to the broom’s having 
been placed in a damp place for several months, 
where the rust can get into the wire and gradually 
eat through the metal, causing the strands to break 
and the broom to spread. 

For scrubbing it is always economical to use the 
scrubbing devices, otherwise the broom will look as 
in Fig. 11. Here the end of the broom is dipped 
again and again into the soapy water in the pail, 
and the scrubber proceeds to push the straw tips 
over the flooring. The water softens the straws. 
The scrubber pushes hard on the handle and the 
softened straws begin to expand and bend out of 
shape as in N. The broom is usually ruined at the 
first scrubbing. 

Another item of much importance in keeping the 
store clean is that of dusting. A good article for 
this is a slightly dampened dust cloth. With this 
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Worn, broken and spread brooms, the result of incorrect 
usage 

wipe everything that can be wiped and keep the 

cloth clean by frequent washing. Use the brush 

only on cloth materials. If any merchandise is very 

dusty, it is advisable to take it outside to dust. 

A feather duster should never be placed in the 
hands of clerks as this method of dusting merely 
flirts the dust from one resting place in the store to 
another. 

At the present day every detail in making a sale 
is advertising.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR MAKING TEES IN 
ROUND PIPES

ing a larger pipe at an angle, differing from 

a right angle, and one of whose outlines is 
tangent to the large pipe in the end elevation, 
forming a tee. It is impossible to divide the fit- 
ting into parts that are similar and therefore the 
entire profile of the small pipe must be used. 

Draw the outline of the large pipe in the side ele- 
vation and from some point on the center line draw 
a line, as 1-1’-7’ to represent the center line of the 
branch and on this line describe the profile of II, 
which divide into quarters by drawing a line 
through the center that is at right angles to 1-7’. 
Space the quarter circles into the same number of 


6 ae is an example of a small pipe intersect- 
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equal spaces and from the points draw indefinite 
lines extending into the side elevation of I. 

On the extended center line of I describe the end 
view of I as I’. From the intersection of the cen- 
ter line with the circle as at 1” draw a perpendicu- 
lar to the center line and from some point as 1” 
draw a line at right angles to the perpendicular 
as 1-7’. From 1” set off the half diameter of the 
small pipe and with this point as center and radius 
to 1’” describe the profile P which space into the 
same number of spaces as the profile in the side ele- 
vation and from the points draw vertical lines to 
intersect the outline of I’ as at 2”, 3”, 4”, ete. From 
the points on the circle draw horizontal lines to in- 
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tersect lines of the same numbers that were drawn 
from the points in the profile in the side elevation 
locating the points of intersection 1, 2, 3, 4, etc. 
Connecting these points will produce the miter line 
as shown in I. 


In numbering the points in profile P it will be 
observed that the numbering has been revolved one- 
fourth of the circumference. The point 1 in I is 
the nearest point in that view, but when the tee is 
turned so that the end view is presented then the 
point 1 is on the side or has revolved one-fourth of 
the circumference. This change takes place simi- 
larily with all the other points. 


As the center line of II’ does not coincide with 
the center line of I’, nor any of the other construc- 
tion lines coinciding with a-b there must be another 
point or rather two points located in the profile. 
The points 5, 9, 10, 4 are not at, the highest point of 
the intersection between the pieces which points are 
shown by X” and Z”. These points are projected to 
the profile P as at X” and Z’”” and the spaces 10’’- 
Z” and 4”-X” are then transferred to the profile, 
measuring from 10’ and 4 respectively. Drawing 
lines from these points in the same manner as de- 
scribed above will locate these points in the side 
elevation as X and Z. 

At right angles to II draw a line and place on it 
the spaces in the profile, beginning with that point 
which would be the end of the seam in the profile, 
and from the points draw indefinite lines. At right 
angles, and to these lines, project the points on the 
line of intersection of the same numbers. As to 


* line 1’ project the point 1; to the line 2’ project the 
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point 2, etc. Connecting the points located in this 
manner will produce the net pattern for the 
piece II. 

As the essential part of the pattern for I is the 
opening (the piece easily being laid out directly 
on the metal from measurements), it alone will be 
here developed. At right angles to I draw a line as 
7”-1” in Fig. 4 and place on this line the spaces on 
the intersection in the end elevation, which will be 
a stretchout of that much of the large pipe. From 
the points on the stretchout line draw lines that 
are at right angles to it, and project to these lines, 
perpendicularly to I the points of intersection of 
the same numbers. As to the line from 7” project 
the point 7; to the line from the point 6” project 
the point 6. Connecting the points will produce the 
net opening as shown by the shaded part. 

To the pattern necessary allowances must be 
made for seaming and joining the parts. In the 
tees made of light sheet metal the seam is usually a 
grooved seam while in heavy metal the seam is 
riveted. A section of each seam is shown in Fig. 5. 

The usual method of joining the pieces is by 
riveting, but in some jobs where the tees are ex- 
posed the parts are seamed together. This re- 
quires a great deal of work and is seldom done. 
When the method is used the part I is not grooved 
or riveted until the pieces are joined. This per- 
mits opening the part at the seam, when located at 
a, and then to make the seam or joint is not such a 
difficult matter. Sections of these seams through 
the point Z are shown in Fig. 6. 

Fig. 3 is a plan of the piece I, being set to one 
side on account of space.

Obituary 


PHILANDER R. JENNINGS, senior member of the firm 
of Bruce & Cook, the oldest and largest dealers in tin- 
plate, sheets and metals in New York City, died Sep- 
tember 21 at his country home, Merrick, L. I., aged 63 
years. He had not been well for some months, but his 
indisposition was not believed to be of a serious char- 
acter and his death came as a shock to his many friends 
and business associates. He leaves a widow and two 
brothers, one of whom was associated with him in busi- 
ness. Mr. Jennings entered the employ of Bruce & 
Cook 45 years ago and during his long connection with 
it served in every capacity from the bottom up, as has 
every other partner of the firm done since its found- 
ing in 1812. He was admitted to the firm in 1885. Prior 
thereto he was in charge of the tin-plate department of 
the business. He was a nephew of John C. Cook, who 
was a partner in the firm from 1855 to 1885. Mr. Jen- 
nings was a prime mover in all concerted movements 
looking to the betterment of the trade and invariably 
presided at its ‘meetings and dinners. The members 
of the firm of Bruce & Cook are now Frank C, Jen- 
nings, who becomes senior partner; A. Gardiner Cooper 
and August C. Pieper. 


MATTHEW SPROUL, for many years a leading and 
extensive implement, vehicle and hardware dealer of 
Sparta, Ill., died in that city last week. Mr. Sproul 
was born at Paisley; Scotland, in 1846, and later came 
to this country, where he spent several years in the 
hardware business in Richview.. After several years 
he moved to Sparta and established an extensive busi- 
ness, in which he was still engaged up to the time of 
his death. Mr. Sproul was the manufacturer of the 
well-known Little Giant punch and shear, which has a 
world-wide market.. He was also chief agent for many 
years of the Harrison Machine Works at Belleville. 


ALEXANDER EVERETT HUNT died at his home in 
Scranton, Pa., after an illness of two months. Mr.

CHARLES ANGERHOFFER, for many years a resident 
of Galveston, Texas, died there recently following an 
illness of several months. For more than forty years 
Mr. Angerhoffer was active in the hardware business, 
having associated himself with J. P. Davis & Company, 
upon whose death he took over the business. He was 
born in Stuttgart, Germany, and came to Galveston in 
1847; was numbered among the early settlers of the 
city. He was always identified with progressive move- 
ments, and was equally active in church and business 
affairs. He is survived by a widow and two sons. 


JESSE G. Harpy, of Dana, IIl., who was injured last 
week when his automobile went off an embankment, 
died in the Lakeview Hospital in that city, paralysis 
having developed due to an injury of the spine. Mr. 
Hardy was regarded as one of the leading men of 
Dana, conducting a hardware, implement and harness 
business.

The result was a complete and 

exhaustive report, which revealed, 


among other points, the fact that 
over 16 per cent. of the 1200 whole- 
sale hardware houses in the United 
States were at present handling 
motor accessories, and that a num- 
ber of other houses were contem- 
plating taking up the sale of motor 
accessories in the near future. This 
report, of course, contained a great 
deal of other information, most of 
which is of a confidential nature. 
Of course, a glance will show 
that the main features of this re- 
port, as outlined above, will be 
found to substantiate the state- 
ments of HARDWARE AGE on this 
subject. Five years ago there were 
not a dozen wholesale hardware 
houses maintaining separate mo- 





tor accessory departments. Today 
one-sixth of them are handling 
motor accessories. Among this 
number are some of the largest 
houses in the trade, and their motor 
accessory departments have, in 
practically every instance, shown 
a large and increasing profit.

In order to get 
a dealer started on a profitable 
basis, the wholesale houses will be 
careful to suggest a basic stock 
which it is reasonably certain the 
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hardware dealer can dispose of 
within a reasonable time. The 
average wholesale house carries in 
stock only items for which there 
is a good demand. They have, 
through years of experience, elim- 
inated such accessories as are im- 
practical and unsalable. Their ad- 
vise to dealers just adopting the 
motor car accessory line would be 
valuable, and there is no doubt but 
that they would furnish reliable 
information. In writing to whole- 
sale houses, the dealer should give 
the conditions that prevail in his 
territory and the number of motor- 
ists in his town or city and the 
surrounding territory.
